the tongue being .sufficient to cause 
instant death.

state it is a bluish gas very similar 
; in its chemical behavior to chlorine 
and extremely poisonous. 
It is elinr 
notorized by an odor similar to that of 
almonds. 
The fad that cyanogen is 
present in the comet has been com­ 
muni,ated to Camille I-’inmmarion and 
man,, other ¡ivtronomers and is cans 
ing much discussion its to the probable 
effect on H - earth should it pass 
through the comet's tail. 
Professor 
l-'lammarion is or the opinion that the 
cyanogen gas would impregnate the 
atmosphere and possibly snuff out all 
life on the planet. 
<mly once, a 
far as known, lias the 
earth passed directly through the tail 
o f a comet, and at that time no un­ 
usual phenomena were noticed except 
that there were abundant showers of 
meteors.
